W.ASHtNCTTON (AP> - Presi- 
dent EiscnhoHcr. calling the con­ 
tinuing 
steel 
strike 
intolerable, 
summoned

leaders to the While House Wed­ 
nesday. He planned to appeal per­ 
sonally for a quick settlement. 
The President earlier told his 
news conference on Monday he 
was “ getting sick and tired of the 
apparent impas.se“ in steel. He 
said emphatically the 76-day-old 
walkout must not continue. 
Then Eisenhower put in tele­ 
phone calLs for Roger M. Plough, 
board chairman of U.S. Steel Coip 
and top industry leader, and Da­ 
vid J. McDonald, president of the 
striking Steelworkers Uruon. 
He arranged for them to come 
to separate White House meetings 
with their respective industry and 
union allies Wednesday morning. 
In New York, a spokesman for 
McDonald said the Steelworkers 
chief would be on hand Leaders of 
union and management 
groups 
were asked to pass on the presi­ 
dential hid to others on txith sides. 
The industry also announced, 
through a spokesman for Blough, 
that It was accepting Eisenhouer's 
summons, which it referred to as 
an invitation. 
The stated purpose of the meet­ 
ings will he to “ urge both sides 
to resume free collective bargain­ 
ing with a view to settlement of 
the dispute in the interest of the 
nation.” 
The union walked out of bargain­ 
ing sessions in New York last Fri­ 
day saying further talks were usc- 
les.-:

Boy, 17, Rescued After 23 
Hours In Depths Of Cave 
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ycar-old “ lone wolf” cave explor­ 
er was rescued wet and shivering 
Monday after 23 hours deep in­ 
side a narrow passage without 
food or light. 
Tom Karr, a high school sopho­ 
more from Terre Haute. Ind.. was 
steered to safety through a crawl­ 
way 8(K) feet from the depths ot 
I’ortcr's Dave in a southwestern 
Indiana hill. 
Karr had gone exploring by 
himself Sunday afternoon with a 
carbide lamjj, to light his way 
But less than an hour after he 
entered the 48 by 18 inch pas­ 
sage. his light flickered out. 
He sat in the damp darkness the 
rest of the day. all night and until 
afternoon Monday when an Indi­ 
ana University geologist and a 
young student spelunker at the 


same school crawled slowly into 
the cave and found him. 
“ I wa.s a little bit scared.” 
Karr said But he said he decided 
against trying to grope his way 
out and wait for somefiody to 
rescue him. 
“ Pm never going to do that 
again.” he added But Karr didn't 
mean he had no intentions of go­ 
ing into a cave again. 
“ 1 mean Pm not going to do it 
alone ' he explained 
Karr’s disappearance set off an 
hours-long search. A .suftcase with 
Karr s pants and shirt f o u n d 
stuffed into the cave entrance, 
and a pair of boots nearby lent 
credence to a theory the boy had 
vanished inside the cave, a pas­ 
sage ualled “ dangerous” by neigh­ 
bors of Maurice 
Stevens, 
who 
own,s the land on which the cave 
IS located.

W.ASHINGTON (A P '—President 
Eisenhower said Monday hi.s .se­ 
cret talks with Soviet Premier Ni­ 
kita Khrushchev aboift Berlin's 
future led to enough progress to 
wipe out many of hi.s objections 
to a summit conference. 
.At a special news conference, 
Ei.scnhower strongly hinted a top 
level East-West parley is now vir­ 
tually certain—but not until he 
consults 
with 
British. 
French. 
West (jierman and other allied 
leaders. 
The President said that Khrush­ 
chev—who once had 
given the 
West six months to get out of 
West Berlin — has now agreed 
there will be no deadline for East- 
West negotiations to meet in seek­ 
ing a peaceful settlement.

Khrushchev 
has agreed these talks should not 
be “ unnecessarily or unduly ex­ 
tended” 
He 
did 
not 
explain 
whether this meant negotiators 
would have days, weeks or months 
to talk. 


No Duress, F*resirient Says 
“ No one is under dure.ss.” E i­ 
senhower said, when asked wheth­ 
er Khrushchev promised to ease 
pre.ssure on the German capital. 
"No one is under any kind of 
threat and, as a matter of fact 
he stated emphatically that never 
had he any intention to give any­ 
thing that was to be interpreted 
as duress or compulsion." 
Eisenhower gave no clue to the 
jkind of Berlin settlement Ihat 
might J>e shaping up 
I 
Khrushchev in reporting Sunday 
on his talk» said he and Eisen­ 
hower found much in common in 
their .search for a settlement of 
the Berlin cri.cis 
-And Monday, hack in Moscow. 
Khrushchev shouted to loud ap­ 
plause at a homecoming rally: 
"Long 
live 
Ame^’ican-Soviet 
fnend.ship'” 
Eisenhower .set off a diplomatic 
furor by telling newsmen he could 
not guarantee that any settlement 
would uphold the previous vows 
to protect the freedom of West 
Berliners and to guard allied 
rights. 


Clarifying Statement 
Within minutes, however, the

“ did not mean that the freedom 
of the people of West Berlin was 
going to be abandoned or that al- 
lied rights were going to fie aban­ 
doned hy any unilateral action.” 
The r’residcnt said all he was 
trying to sa.. by his reply was 
that he could not at this stage 
“ give in detail the ultimate .solu­ 
tion of the Berlin question” 
But he specified; “ .Any agree­ 
ment must be acceptable to the 
people of the area, including the 
mo.st concerned — the people of 
Wc.'-t Berlin and the federal re­ 
public of (icrmany. ’ 
His earlier rcmark'% at the new- 
conference had >aid no such thing 
—to the astonishment of newsmen 
who felt

(UPD — Wal­ 
ter F, .Munford, $2.')0,(K)0 president 
of the strike-bound U. S. Steel 
Corp., died Monday less than one 
week after he suffered an acciden­ 
tal stab wound and a cerel«al 
stroke in successive days. 
Death cam- to the 59-year-old 
executive at 143 p.m. at Cape 
Cod Hospital where his condition 
had steadily worsened since ho 
was stabbed by a kitchen knife 
in the abdomen at his .summer 
home in nearby Chatham last 
Wednesday. 
Munford's wife, Camille, and 
his two sons were al the bedside 
at the time of death. Also pre.sent 
was a team of six doclor.s, includ­ 
ing Dr. Robert B. 0 ’ Connor, med­ 
ical director of the giant steel 
firm and two Boston specialisls. 


Minutes fiefore Munford’s death, 
doctors agreed there was no hope 
for recovery and a few hours ear­ 
lier. they .said hi.s progress “ has 
,been all down hill." 
1 
For 24 hours after the stabbing 
details were cloaked m mystery 
¡but an investigation by the district 
'attorney concluded that it was an 
¡accident. 
' 
Last Thursday, less than 24 
hours after he was admitted to 
the hospital, Munford suffered a 
stroke that paralyzed his right 
arm and caused the loss of his 
speech. He wa.s placed in an oxy­ 
gen tent and fed only liquids. 
The hospital said he recognized 
his family. 
Prior to the fall in which he was 
stabbed. Munford had been under 
O'Connor's care for fatigue and 
nervous exhaustion. He had been 
under considerable pressure from 
the steel .strike. 
The stabbing touched off a po­ 
lice investigation which resulted 
in the finding that it was an acci­ 
dent and that there was no crim­ 
inal aspect to the ca.se. The fall 
occurred w hile Munford was stack­ 
ing kitchen utensils, police said

Powerful Gracie 
Churns Up Flood 
Tides, Huge Waves 


CHARLESTON. S.C. (AP)-Tn- 
creasing winds and rain squalls 
lashed the South Carolina-Georgia 
coastline Monday night as hurri­ 
cane Gracie continued her steady 
course landward. Her gale-force 
winds were offshore. 
With her howling winds of 125 
miles per hour expected to churn 
up high tides and waves of dan­ 
gerous 
proportions, 
residents 
along the coast from Savannah, 
Ga . to the Myrtle Beach-George- 
tow n, S.C . area were ordered 
evacuated. The full force of the 
storm 
was 
expected 
Tuesday 
morning. 
There was particular danger to 
island residents and those in low 
level areas and the Weather Bu­ 
reau advised them to evacuate 
before escape routes were cut off. 
“ This is an extremely dangerous 
hurricane and all safety precau­ 
tions should be rushed to comple­ 
tion before midnight if loss of life 
is to be avoided and destruction 
of property kept to a minimum,” 
the Weather Bureau warned. 
100-Mile Area In Path 
At 9 p.m. the Weather Bureau 
said 
Gracie was centered 
195 
miles 
.southeast 
of 
Charleston. 
Gale force winds of 40 m.p.h. 
were expected to strike the coast 
during the night, followed by the 
full force of the severe .storm 
which was expected to hit .some­ 
time Tuesday morning in a 100- 
mile 
area 
from 
Savannah 
to 
Charleston, 
Meanwhile, 
the 
Weather Bu­ 
reau reported a new hurricane 
called Hannah, wa:. spotted 1.500 
miles in the Atlantic due east of 
Miami. 
The Weather Bureau warned 
that (iracic's storm tides and high 
seas would flood coastal lands in 
the area to heights of 8 to 11 
feel or more above normal levels. 
Smashing waves 20 feet high were 
forecast. 
The first signs of the storm 
came with intermittent rains and 
there was a noticeable increase 
in winds from the hurricane lo­ 
cated at 5 p m. about 230 miles 
southeast of Charleston, moving 
west-northwest and northwest at 
12 m.p.h. 
Shelters Designated 
Hurricane hunter planes report­ 
ed winds in the center of the 
storm at 125 m p h. with hurri­ 
cane force winds—75 m p h. or 
more — extending outward 100 
miles in the northwest semicircle 
and 50 miles to the southeast. 
Leading the advance were gale 
force winds of 40 m p h extending 
about 200 miles in fhe northwest 
semicircle and 125 to the south­ 
east. 
Most residents of thi.s coastal 
area, veterans of many a destruc­ 
tive blow, evacuated before es- 
car>e routes are cut off Other.s 
boarded up their homes and pre­ 
pared to ride out the storm. 
Thomas A. Carrcre. Red Cross 
di.sa.ster chairman, said 20 shel­ 
ters were designated in Charles­ 
ton County. He said 250 .such shel- 
tcrr» were designated along the 
threatened 
coast 
from 
Cocoa, 
Fla . to Myrtle Beach. 
'J'he Weather Bureau warned 
that Gracie has grown into an 
extremely 
dangerous 
hurricane 
and all island;-, licachcs and wa- 
Icrfroiit area;, must be evacuated 
if In;,-, of life is to be avoided.

U. S. Paddlewheel Satellite Finds Third 
Band Of Deadly Radiation Around Earth 


WA.SHINGTON (AP -The U.S. 
paddlewheel satellite has found 
a third, and previously undetect­ 
ed. band of intense and deadly 
radiation 
around the earth. 
It 
could mean added danger for the 
first man into space 
The di.scovery of this new 310- 
mile-widc radiation band, .starting 
af)oul l.fXK) miles from earth, was 
announced Monday by the Nation­ 
al Aeronautics and Space Admin­ 
istration.

Obviously President Eisenhower will not 
g ive the Russians as colorful a show as Nikita 
Khrushchev 
p rovided 
for 
Americans. 
The 
American p eop le w'ould think less of him if he 
made Ihe attemp t. 
Khrushchev doesn't have to worry about 
what his p eop le think of him. 
If they disap ­ 
p roved of his antics they wouldn't dare ex p ress 
dissatisfaction. 
No one but a dictator could g et away with 
the sort of melodramatic, mercurial and at times 
childish p erformance stag ed by Khrushchev. 
Even in Holly wood, that haven of hams, the 
Russian dictator hog g ed the sp otlig ht, up stag ed 
the actors, heckled the sp eakers and left every ­ 
one g asp ing . 
Americans who have comp lained at times 
of the stiffness of dip lomacy and the emp hasis 
on p rotocol now have a new basis of evaluation. 
Never ag ain will it seem quite so offensive when 
a little bit of stuffed shirt shows throug h in 
official functions. 
After Nikita most Americans are sure to be 
p roud of Ike when he meets the Russian p eop le 
with his customary charm and sincere friendli­ 
ness. 
It is inconceivable that he will do other 
than g reet all levels of Russian society with full 
courtesy and restraint at all times. 
In addition to a much hig her standard of 
living , free enterp rise obviously p roduces better 
manners than Communism, and the ex p lanation 
p robably is found in different attitudes.

icans do not want to “bury ” the Russians.

To Sum Up 


The visit of Khrushchev to the I Riled States is 
imp ortant and .« sensational only because the United 
States and Soviet Russia were on the brink of the 
mo.st dcva.stating war in human history . 
Roth nations 
do not want a war. 
Both nation.s are afraid of the 
consequences of war. 
Neither nation has a formula 
for p reventing a war from taking p lace. 
It is obvious that Nikita Khrushchev not only had 
no undeistanding ot the United States and the p eculiar­ 
ities of the .American way of life, hut that he under­ 
estimated .American .streng th and the unique sy stem 
of g overnment that is ours which docs not make a 
distinction between g overnment and p eop le.

The Russian achievement of 
hitting the moon with a missile 
has g ot some of our own rocket 
ex p erts more disturbed than ever. 
The teat cap tured the attention 
of the world because of its sp ec­ 
tacular nature. 
But It caug ht the attention of 
our own scientists for an entire­ 
ly different reason. 
When Russia p laced its first 
Sp utnik in orbit around the earth 
a coup le of y ears ag o, the .Ameri­ 
can analy sis was that she had 
develop ed the rocket p ower ne­ 
cessary for a workable intercon­ 
tinental ballistic missile. 
How­ 
ever. it wa.s also believed that the 
Soviets did not have the sop his­ 
ticated g uidance sy stems neces­ 


sary to direct a missile to a 
small, p reconceived targ et. 
The moon shot indicates that 
Soviet g uidance develop ment is 
as advanced as its rocket p ower. 
Had the Soviet achievement oc­ 
curred at any time but the closing 
hours of a Cong ressional .session, 
the howls on Cap itol Hill would 
have been heard across the na­ 
tion. 
As it is, .American scientists 
are busy p rep aring p resentations 
to the ap p rop riate Senate and 
House committees. They ex p ect 
to be called for their views soon, 
and they want to he p rep ared 
with a recommended step p ed-up 
missile develop ment p rog ram.

Once in awhile there is one who 
leaves a p ermanent p rint in the 
sands of time. 
One of them was Dorcas Camp ­ 
bell. who died the other day . 
Dorcas was u n u s u a l 
She 
achieved 
p 
e r s o n a l l y many 
“firsts.” But the real job she did 
was to op en the door ot what had 
been a man's world—-banking —to 
women as a career. 
Women could be cu.stomers and 
.secretaries, but hardly ever an 
officer. 
Dorcas help ed chang e 
that, and she became the first 
woman 
vice 
p resident 
of 
the 
East River Saving s Bank. 
She 
also was the first woman elected 
as a m e m b e r of the Officers 
Form — Saving .s Banks of the 
State of New York. 
Today there are more than 
10,000 women officers of banks 
across the country , including quite 
a few p residents. 
In 1942 there 
were only about 3.000. 
Dorcas' 
camp aig n p lay ed a big p art in 
this ex p ansion of hanking as a 
career for women. 
One of the 
hooks she wrote was “Careers 
for Women in Banking and Fin­ 
ance.” 
Another 
contribution 
ranking 
with this wa.s chang ing many of 
the old concep ts as to bank p ublic 
relations and advertising , p ar­ 
ticularly that of saving s banks, 
Dorcas — a Hoosier — started 
out in life as a .social service 
worker and moved around the 
country , landing finally with the 
Brookly n 
Bureau 
of Charitic.s. 
There she met Darwin James, 
who was p resident of the bureau 
as well as p resident of the East 
River Saving s Bank. 
Dorcas who had an insatiable 
ap p etite for learning , decided she 
needed a colleg e deg ree.

On Valentine's Day last y ear 
she was made vice p resident — 
the first of her sex to hold that 
p ost in the 111-y ear-old institution.

.sily and headed a course on 
“Women and Their Money " at 
the School for Social Research 
Ty p ical of Dorcas was her last 
illness. 
She knew she had to 
underg o an op eration and that 
chances for recovery were .slim.

She died within the 
week.

Assessing Storm Effects 
Dozen Baltimore Firemen 
Felled Fighting Big Blaze

WASHINGTON < AP*-—President 
Eisenhower seemed like a farmer 
trying to size up the effects of a 
violent wind and rainstorm 
Did the wind whipped up by that 
incredible one-man cyclone, Nikita 
Khrushchev, fin any damage? Or 
did enough rain fall during the 
mountain meeting at Camp David, 
|Md., to give hope that, eventually, 
international crops will bo better? 
I,ike any farmer, Eisenhower 
was cautiously optimistic. 


" I will say this. some good may 
come of it." he told his news con­ 
ference Monday. 
Rut when he was asked if any 
ice was melted in the cold war, 
and, if so how much, he had no 
specific answers 
Obviously it s going to take a lot 
more sun before much ice is 
melted 
On one subject Eisenhower was 
specific. That subject was his 
guest. 
"An extraordinary personality,” 
Eisenhower said, "no doubt about 
that " 
And the President showed that 


the Soviet Premier must act in 
or ■ dc pretty much as he does in 
public—he could be negative one 
na meet a ui then suddenly turn 
affable and genial. 
That's the way he's been all 
along. Conversationally, Khrush­ 
chev is like a football runner who 
keeps reversing his field, 
but 
keeps his eye on the goal the 
whole time. 
This was a curious news con­ 
ference 
Since Khrushchev has been boil­ 
ing out statements of all sorts, it 
seamed reasonable to assume that 
this conference, called two days 
ahead ol the normal schedule, 
would bring a counter from Ei-en- 
howei 
Well, Eisenhower had a state­ 
ment all right, but it v\as on steel, 
not Khrushchev And if Eisenhow­ 
er hoped to divert the conference 
away from his visitor and to home 
problems, he must have been dis­ 
appointed.

I CHARLESTON, W. Va. <U PI>- 
The State Road Commission re­ 
ported Monday it expects to save 
at least $16,080 a year as a re­ 
sult of a new system for copying 
and r e p r o d u c i n g engineer­ 
ing drawings, plans and specifi­ 
cations.

On the other hand, on the brink of a war which 


Americans do not want and which most Americans 


bylined Khrushchev did want, American relation­ 


ships with Soviet Russia were not rational.

either blow too hot or too cold. 
We try to convert 


the Russians to what we call democracy and which 


they regard as monopolistic capitalism. 
Having 


failed in the Cold War, many Americans came to 


believe that we could win the Russian people to 


the American side bv a display of consumers* 


goods, which is historically incorrect. 


We need to ask ourselves why Khrushchev chose

Actually, he has been begging for an invitation to 
com e to this country since he acceded to power.

Kozlov; the insult would have been too pointed. 


One of the results of the visit will undoubtedly be 
that many conferences will take place before there 
is a war. 
Khrushchev is apparently a man of volatile 
nature, hut his anger subsides 
W ar would destroy 
not only his regim e but the Soviet Universal State of 
which he is the trustee 
He prefers conferences and 
waiting on history. 
That can take a very long tim e 
and many changes m ay occur while he is waiting. 


At the United Nations, he m ade his plea tor Red 
China 
It was a mild plea and will undoubtedly be so 
regarded in Peking 
There was not a word of threat. 
T he subsequent attem pt of India and Nepal to reopen 
the Red China question was defeated and the subject 
is closed for this year. 
To a Chinese. Khrushchev lost face at the United 
Nations. 
He. one of the mightiest rulers in all the 
world, personally plead for Red China s admission and 
w as turned down 
To Mao Tze-tung, K hrushchev’s 
trip was fruitless. 
However. Red China is not yet 
ready to raise the question of a boundary line that has 
at no time in history been settled, the line between 
China and Russia that runs for thousands of miles. 
Red China has raised the issue of the boundary be­ 
tween China and India and that can unsettle the whole 
of Asia if pursued 
If the Chien Lung line holds to the 
south and west. why not to the north? 
And in the 
north, it lies deep in Russian territory. 


( liniest1 arr usually suspicious and they have 
a history of prolonged suspicion of Russia, both 
Czarist and Communist. 
Even Sun Yat-sen, the 
founder of the Republic of China, was fearful of 
dealing with the Russians. 
He tried to get Ameri­ 
can aid for his revolution; when that failed he 
turned to General Ludendorff and hoped to get 
German aid. 
Lenin invited Dr. Sun to come to 
Russia hut Sun did not go. 
Nevertheless, Russian 
power prevailed. 
Today, Red China is pari of the 
Soviet Universal State, hut not of Soviet Russia. 
The difference is enormous. 


The suspicion of Russia is bound to be enhanced by 
K hrushchev’s travelling back and forth between the 
United States and Soviet Russia, as apparently he 
hopes to do.

People come and people go. 
T hat's life. 


Once in awhile there is one who 
leaves a perm anent print in the 
sands of time. 
One of them was Dorcas Cam p­ 
bell. who died the other day. 
Dorcas was u n u s u a l 
She 
achieved p e r s o n a l l y m any 
“ firsts." But the real job she did 
was to open the door of what had 
been a man s world—banking—to 
women as a career. 
Women could be custom ers and 
secretaries, but hardly ever an 
officer. 
Dorcas 
helped 
change 
that, and she becam e the first 
woman 
vice 
president 
of 
the 
E ast River Savings Bank. 
She 
also was the first woman elected 
as a m e m b e r of the Officers 
Form — Savings Banks of the 
State of New York 
Today 
there 
are 
m ore 
than 
101100 women officers of banks 
across the country, including quite 
a few presidents. 
In 1942 there 
were only about 3.000 
D orcas’ 
cam paign played a big part in 
this expansion of hanking as a 
ca reer for women 
One of the 
hooks she wrote was “ Careers 
for Women in Banking and F in ­ 
an ce." 
Another 
contribution 
ranking 
with this was changing m any of 
the old concepts as to bank public 
relations 
and 
advertising, 
p a r­ 
ticularly that of savings banks. 
Dorcas — a Hoosier — started 
out in life as a social service 
worker and moved around the
